IN PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE

Washington, June 16.—In the diplo-
matie room of the state department,
where four years and four months ago,
in the closing hours of the Harrison
adminlstration, the first Hawallan an-
nexation treaty was signed, only to be
withdrawn from the senate by FPresi-
dent Clevelnnd, the representatives of
the governments of the United Btates
and Hawall signed this morning a
treaty by which, If ratified, the little 1s-
Iand republic will become part of the
territory of the United Btates. Of the
persons who stood in the room today
three were present when the original

treaty was signed, namely, Lorin
Thurston, special commissioner, and
Messrs. Adee and Cridler, assistant

gecretaries of state. The frst named,
perhaps, took a more sincere personal
pleasure in the ceremony of this morn-
ing than any of the athers, becuuse of
the gtlrring events of the last four
years In which he was so directly con-
cerned,

It 18 & very unusual thing for a treaty
of such I*faporiance to be signed in the
morning, but In this case It woas desir-
ed that the convention be made ready
early in order that it might be sube
mitted to the senate on the day of L
slgnature.

Therefore, hefore 8 o'clock the per-
song who were concerned in the prep-
aration of the treaty were all at the
Ftate department, Far the Unlted
Btates there were Secretary Bherman,
Meassrs. Day, Adee and Cridler, assist-
ant secretaries; Private Secretary Bab-
cock and Mr. Gaytree, assistant pri-
Vate secretary,

HAWAI'S REPRESENTATIVES,

On the Hawallan side were Min-
ister Hatch, Lorin Thurston and A
W. Kinney, all for this particular oc-
caslon accredited ae special commis-
gloners empowered to negotiate o
treaty of annexation, After the formal
greetings the credertinlay of the pleni-
porentiaries were scanned and record-
ed. Becretary Bherman alone repre-
wented the United States In the slgna-
ture of the convent'on, and it was part
of the ceremony to recotrd his author-
izntlon by the president, just as much
as the credentinls of the Hawallans
frem President Dole. Then came the
veading and comparison of the treaty
Of this there were two draflts, one to
be held by each, later on to be ex-
changed In the usual form. Altogether,
It was twenty minutes after nine
o'clock when all was ready for the
gignatureg. The Hawallan representa-
tives had broughi with them a gold
ven In a plain holder, and at thelr re-

gquest this was used for all of the
Kignatures,
Secretary SBherman signed firs' the

Kinney., The treaties were sealed by
Anplstant Secretary Cridler with »
rrivate seal carried on the watch
chaln, the coples were handed to their
respective custodlans, and the treaty
was made, as far as the executive
branch of the government could effect
fit. There was a general exchange of
congratulations between the parties to
the ceremony, and after a photograph
had been taken of the commissioners
the ceremgny was enged.

Before the Ainal signature of the docu-
ment a formal protest agalnst the
treaty of the Japanese government,
through Its legation here, was present.
ed to Becretary Sherman. The protest
is understood to be based on app o
hension that the speclal treaties now
existing betwesn Japan and Hawall,
under which the Japanese enjoy advan-
tages will be affected Injuriously by
complete annexation.

THE TREATY.

The treaty provides that the govern-
ment of the Hawallan Islands cede to
the United States absolutely and for-
ever all righte of movereignty In and
over the Hawalian Islands and its de-
pendencies and that these islands shall
boooine an integral part of the terri-
tory of the United Btates The gov-
ernment of Hawsll also cedes to the
United Btates all the public lunds,
publie bulldings, and public prop-
erty of every description. Con-

gress shall enaot speclal laws to gov-
ern  dispositlon of the lands In the
Hawallan Islands, All revenue from
these Islands shall be used solely for
the benefit of the inhabitants of the
Hawalian Islands, for educatlon and
other public purposes. The Hawalian
Ielands ghall be admitted into the Unl-
ted States as A Territory of the Unl-
ted Statesa, Local laws to be passed by
a local legishature, but subject to the
approval of the president, Until con-
gress shall apply the laws of the Unl-
ted States to the islands, the present
laws of Hawall are to govern the ls-
lands.

The present treaties and
erning Hawall's commercial relations
with foreign natlons shall remain in
force untll congress shall take action,
Further immigration of Chinese Inbor-
ers Is prohibited, pending congres-
elonal action and the entry of Chinese
from Hawall Into the Unlted States
likewigs s prohibited. The United
Etatee assumes the publie debt of Ha-
warll, but with a stipulation that this
linbility shall not exceed $4,000,000, The
treaty before it becomes effective shall
bé ratified by the proper authorities of
the United States and of Hawall, No

“Barney Barnato's real name wos
Barney Waolfe Balebetzkl, He was born
In Yagistoff, Sovalska, Russian Foland,
forty-seven yvears ago. In that town he
mirried my mother, and thy had four
children, three sons and myself,

“Some years after his marriage my
father suddenly disuppeared from home
in Poland. My mother traced him to
Bristol, England, and induced him to
return home with her, When they
redched Hamburg on the return journey
my fathey disappeared agailn, He re-
turned to Hrigtol, where he remuined
some time, munaging a talloring estab-
lishment, and sent monthly remittances
to my mother,

“Hoon afterward my father dlsap-
peared again, and my mother ascertain-
ed that he had gone to South Africa,
where he was traveling under the name
of Cohen, After a ghort atay in the gold
country he returned to England and
told fabulous tnles of the riches of that
part of the world.

“He had considernbile money at that
time. My mother made n second trip
to England, but she was too late to see
my father, whe bad returned to South
Africa,

“Soon after that our famlly came to
the United States. My mother vowed
that if she could aver get anough money
together she would go to South Africa
and hunt my father down,

“Heveral months ago we employed a
detective on the case. After an Inves-
tigation he adyiged my mother to go to
Johanneshurg and prove her ¢lalm to a
ghare of Barnato's wealth., She salled
for that countiy six weeks ago.”

Mrs. Blackman has not heard from
her mother since she left this country,
but believes Mrs, Balebetzkl had met
Barnato and demanded her righls as
his lawful wife,

They think that Barnato, being Ins
formed by her that she had the proof,
get snll for England to escape her for
the time being, and thet the fear of ex-
posure so welghed on his mind that he
sought escape In death.

Mre. Blackman expressed the utmost
confidence in her abllity to establish
her claim as an heir of Barnato. 8he
says her father had certaln peculiac
marks on his body which she would be
able te recognize at a glance

NMESBAGE OF THE PRESIDENT.,

The message of the president was not
A very long document. 1t dealt with
historical facts concerning the islands
and showed that the United states and
Hawall yearly grew more closely
bound to each other. This was not
really annexation, he ssld, but a con-
tinuation of existing relations with
closer bonds between the people cloge-
ly related by blood and kindred. Binee
